GRANDFATHER CLOCK 


The Superior Court of Pennsylva- 


nia has been given a case involving a 
grandfather's clock worth $200, and 
the contention over which has already 
caused the disputants several times 
the worth of the timepiece. The plain- 
tiff in the case is* George W. Sherman, 
of Westminster, formerly of New Ox- 
lord, while C. A. Stoner, of Gettysburg, 
is the present possessor of the clock. 
In October, 1908, Mrs. Ivate O. Wolf, 
then the owner of the clock, called 
with her nephew, Mr. Sherman, at the 
office of a Gettysburg attorney and in- 
formed this lawyer that she had given 
her old "Miley" clock to Mr. Sherman 
and wanted to sign a statement to that 
effect. This was done, but the clock 
continued to remain at the Wolf home. 
In 1917 Mrs. Wolf was adjudged in- 
capable of looking after her affairs 
and David M. Wolf, of Baltimore, a 
step-son, was appointed the commit- 
tee. Two years later the furnishings 
of the Wolf home were sold at public 
sale and Mr. Stoner bought the clock. 
Less than a month later Mr. Sherman 
came to Gettysburg to visit his aunt, 
only to find that she had been taken 
to Harrisburg, and that the clock had 
been sold. He at once instituted ac- 
tion o£ replevin for it and the case 
was subsequently tried by Judge Mc- 
Pherson. without a jury, and he rul- 
id for the defense. Motion was made 
for a new trial, an appeal taken and 
the case came before the Superior 
Jourt last week. The facts in tha 
case are undisputed and the contro- 
versy is essentially one of law. The 
plaintiff contends that, under the facts 
in the case, all the essential elements 
of a gift laniong the living have been 
established 
The 
defendant 
claims 


that, while there was air intention "to 
make *he gift, there was neither a,c- 
tual nor constructive delivery of the 
article.

BOYS BURNED BARNS 


An arson case of nearly equal im- 


portance to that in McSherrystown 
last year has developed with the ar- 
rest of Harvey W. Snyder and George 
D. Snyder charged with burning the 
barns of Arthur Shields and their 
own grandfather, Alexander Collins, 
south of Gettysburg. Harvey, who is 
17 years old, has confessed that he 
fired the two barns because George, 
aged 19, dared him to do it and be- 
cause he was "tired of living there" 
and1 thought he "would scare father 
and mother so that they would move." 


The first evidence of incendiarism 


in that section of the county, two 
miles south of Gettysburg, cropped 
out at 
2 o'clock Monday morning 


aweek when the barn of Arthur 
Shields was burned to the ground. 
The belief of Mr. Shields thut his 
barn had been set on fire by incendiar- 
ies was further substantiated when a 
subsequent blaze broke out in the 
Alexander Collins structure the fol- 
lowing Wednesday night at 10.40 o'- 
clock. The Collins barn is only a 
short distance from the one owned 
by Shields. Efforts of the incendiar- 
ies were in vain Wednesday night, 
however, for Lewis Snyder managed 
to extinguish the flames before they 


headway. 


After each of these mysterious fires 


Snyder consulted the state troopers 
at Gettysburg who began to make an 
investigation. Late Saturday after- 
noon Sergeant Jos-aph Merrifield had 
just finished talking to Snyder when 
he received word that the barn of 
Alexander Collins was burning again. 
Fire had broken out in the structure 
at 4 10 o'clock and destroyed it in a 
very few minutes.

JE place m front of Bal el Kalil

This con- 
tinuous stream is made up of repre- 
sentatives of all nationalities, tongues 
and creeds. 


Bal el Kalil is the center of traffic 


of the city. Here the vehicles stand 
in line ready to convey the natives, 
ns well as the tourists, through the 
city and through the country. Camel 
caravans in their characteristic slow 
pace share tlie pavement with the 
modern motor-driven cars. A scene at 
the Jaffa gate during the Easter sea- 
son has no equal in any cosmopolitan 
city in any part of the world, and im- 
presses upon the observer the impor- 
tance of the city and the fame which 
It owes to the occurrences of the 
Easter season 2,000 years ago.

ALVARY was a .hill on which 
criminals were crucified.

crucifixion was an old Eastern habit 


The historical hill of Calvary, on 


which the three crosses of that Good 
Friday stood, has disappeared. On its 
site the Church cf the Holy Sepulchre 
has been built by Helena, the wife of 
Emperor Constantino of the Byzan- 
tine empire, in the Fourth century 
after the Christian era.

How did the rabbit get into the nest 


af Easter eggs? Of all the curious leg- 
ends the centuries have gathered 
about the Easter season none are more 
widely circulated than those having to 
do with the rabbit and the Easter eggs. 
Easter eggs are seen all over the Chris- 
tian world on Easter Sunday, and 
wherever tlie eggs are there is the 
rabbit also. 
. Just where and how such a total 
abstainer from eggs, such a clearly 
non-producer of eggs as a rabbit, got 
mixed up in a nest of them the biog- 
raphers of neither the hen nor the 


rabbit are able 
to say. But there 
he is, and there 
he 
persists 
in 


staying, however 
inconsequent, ir- 
relevant and im- 
material his pres- 
ence may be. 


Myths of 
the 


Easter egg are 
more easily ac- 
counted for. The 
Ancient 
E g y p- 


tians, 
Persians, 


Gauls, Greeks and 
Romans saw in 
the egg an em- 
blem of immor- 


tality. 
In it life lay dormant. An in- 


sensate thing, a mere object, it had 
the power to become a living being. 


To the early Christians the egg sym- 


bolized the resurrection. 
Because of 


this, and also because eggs were looked* 
upon as meat, Roman Catholics of 
Italy, Spain and France were formerly 
forbidden to eat eggs during Lent Af- 
ter the fasting was over, eggs were tlie 
first meat to be eaten. Every Easter 
table held eggs dyed red, to represent 
the blood of Christ, and piled in pyra- 
mids at various points of vantage 
along the table. Before the eggs were 
biwken they were blessed by the priest. 


A special blessing foe the Easter 


eggs was given out by Pope Paul V, 
who sat in the papal chair from 1605 
to 1621. 
This blessing, which is still 


used by many Roman Catholics, is: 
"Bless, O Lord, we beseech thee, this 
thy gift of eggs, that it may become 
a wholesome sustenance of thy faith- 
ful servants, eating it in thankfulness 
to thee on the morn of the resurrection 
of our Lord." 


Greek Catholics believe that eggs 


laid on Good Friday have within them 
their own blessing, and that he who 
eats them as his first food on Easter 
Sunday will be blessed throughout the 
year. They, too, hold that the egg 
Is symbolical of the resurrection. 
xBut all of these eggs are the fruit 
of the hen, she that cackles over her 


product;

lieves that the 
rabbit is ifcspon- 
sible for theTSas- 
ter eggs.

They prayed for 


Why All Mankind 


Hails the Mofn of 


the Resurrection 


Easter morning—the most joyous of 


all the mornings of the year, the one 
great day of gladness, supreme above 
all others on the calendar, the Morn 
of the Resurrection. 


And why is this the gladdest day 


of the year? 


It is the gladdest of all days because 


it tjpifies the hope that beyond the 
grave there is another life than this. 
It speaks the promise that we shall 
rise again from the dust of death, that 
we shall be reunited with those whom 
vre have loved and lost, that we shall 
open our eyes in another world vvlierc 
there is no parting again, no sorrqw, 
no loss, no pain. 


Compare this hope with all other 


hopes that man can have, and they 
sink into insignificance. 


If "the sons of men believed that 


this life were the only life they could 
ever know, if they believed that the 
grave is the end and that when they 
'vere laid away with the dust from 
which they came there would be nr 
awakening, not only would the dearest 


hope they could possibly Lave be taken 
then from the^i, but the world would 
then become a place unfit for habita- 
tion. 


Without the hope of resurrection 


from the grave man would surely sink 
at once to the low level of the beast. 
But that this Is not his belief, and 
that man has, instead, a firm and a 
full hope to live again, Is what makes 
Easter the one great joyous day of all 
days. 


Easter eggs, prayed earnestly and fer- 
vently. On the night before Easter 
they made a nest for the eggs they so 
confidently believed the morning would 
bring. 
When they awoke the next 


morning they ran to the nest, and 
there, sure enough, lay three lovely 
eggs, and sitting back of them, very 
proud of himself, was a big white rab- 
bit, the very rabbit that bad laid the 
eggs. 


But the Easter rabbit is fair far 


older than this tale, and the myths 
about the rabbit, tunny of them associ- 
ating the rabbit in one way or another 
with eggs, are centuries older than the 
Easter festival. 


The Moon festival In China comes 


In the springtime and corresponds with 
Easter. It's a great holiday. Nobody 
works. 
Everybody puts on his best 


clothes and goes oat for a general jolli- 
fication. 
The culmination of events 


comes on what is oar Easter, which, 
as old-fashioned people will tell you, 
comes "on the first Sunday after the 
first full moon after the "22nd of 
March." 


It Is on this night that "the. rabbit 


in the moon" la best teen, Tbe Chi- 


nese, in their Moon festival, pay hom- 
age to this rabbit. Their ancient reli- 
gion, Taoism,1 taught them that this 
rabbit was the slave of genii who kept 
him everlastingly busy pounding herbs 
and drugs to make the elixir of life. 
He squats in a cassia tree to do the 
pounding, and if you will look at the 
moon any Easter 
Sunday evening" 
when the sky is 
clear there you'll 
see Br'er Kabbit 
pounding away. 
And when you see- 
it, you •will see a 
mixture of Taoist 
belief, East Af- 
rican mythology, 
^southern n e g r <* 
folklore and early 
Christian legend 


The 
Japanese 


have a 
legend, 


doubtless passed 
over to t h e m 
from India, that 
the gospel of the 
resurrecticr. was 


first sent to the earth by the moon 
god, who used a rabbit as his messen- 
ger. 
The message given to the rab- 


bit was this: "Like as I die and rise 
to life again, so shall you flie and rise 
to life again." 


The rabbit, however, thinking it' 


would be a good Joke on the people 
of the earth, reversed this gospel: 
What he said to the people was: "Like 
as I die, and live no more, so shall ye 
all die and be no more alive.'V The 
people took this gospel very sorrow- 
fully, which amused the rabbit, and 
he went back to the moon god and 
boasted of what he had done. 
The 


god was so infuriated with his mes- 
senger that be threw a hatchet at him 
and split his lip wide open, nnd that, 
if you would like to know, is why the 
rabbit's lip is slit. 


In certain parts of England, particu- 


larly at Hallaton, there was an old 
custom of celebrating Easter Monday 
with a "hare pie scramble" and "bottle 
kicking." This celebration began with 
a" procession leading to the house of 
the rector of the parish and consisting 
of two men abreast, carrying sacks 
with cut-up pies inside; three men 
abreast, two carrying wooden bottles 
filled with beer, and the third, a large 
dummy bottle that was to be kicked 
about; one man, carrying a pole pa 
which was fastened a hare in a sitting 
posture, "aud, last of all, a band of 
music. 
The band was, followed by 


all the people of the parish who could 
walk. The dummy bottle was kicked 
Into the neighboring parish, where it 
was burned, or "drowned," after which 
bits of it were 
taken home as 
trophies by the 
people. 


The custom fell 


into disuse about 
1767. 
But other 


customs In which 
the hare figured 
were 
continued,* 


to a much later 
date, one having 
to do with tbtf 
hunting of a hare 
on Good Friday, 
to be eaten on. 
-Easter .day, the 
alternative being 
that "he who does 
not eat a hare most eat a red her- 
ring."

Scald one and 
3ne-half cupfuls of milk In a double 
boiler. 
Beat the yolks of two eggs, 


add one-half teaspoonful of salt, one- 
third of .a cupful of honey, and dilute 
with a little hot mi5Jc; then mix and 
:ook in the rest of the 
milk until 


thickened slightly. Fold In the whites 
jf the eggs beaten until stiff, one cup- 
ful of cake crumbs and when hot add 
the softened gelatine. Let chill, add 
'i half teaspoonful of vanilla and turn 
Into six molds. Serve cold with cream 
and sugar. 


Soft Molasses CooRies.—Put into a 


measuring cup four teaspoonfuls of 
clarified bacon fat; add three tea- 
spoonfuls of boiling water, then fill 
the cup with New Orleans molasses. 
Add half a teaspoonful of ginger, one 
teaspoonful of soda, sifted with one 
2upfnl of flour; mix and add enough 
more flour to make a soft dough. Roll 
rather thick. Cut in rounds. Bake In 
a moderate oven.

apple with a rose of mayonnaise piped 
an the top—a delectable salad for al- 
most any occasion is ready. 


Tomato Jelly.—Boil ten minutes one 


pint of strained tomato with one- 
eighth of a teaspoonful of cloves, a 
pinch of ginger, mace, allspice and 
mustard, a slice of onion and a .sprig 
of parsley. Strain and add a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice and, one en- 
velope of plain gelatin. Stir until 
cool, then arrange In a mold with 
Booked green peas, letting-the jelly set 
after each layer so that the peas are 
pcattered through the jelly. Serve with 
3 highly seasoned cooked dressing. 


Fruit Mold.—Make a pint of rasp- 


berry Jelly and one of orange, using 
the ready-flavored gelatin. Place two- 
thirds of the raspberry Jelly in a mold 
and when firm cover with orange Jelly 
and pieces of orange from which .all 
skin is removed. Cover with the rest 
of the raspberry and top with whipped 
cream when unmolded. 
The cream 


should be sweetened and flavored with 
orange. 


Rice With Orange Jelly.—Take one 


cupful of cooked rice. Add one cup-, 
ful of boiling water, one-half cupful of 
sugar, a teaspoonful of orange rind 
and an envelope of gelatin. Mold and 
when firm pour over a pint of orange 
Jelly. Serve unmolded with sweetened 
whipped cream or ordinary cream and 
sugar.

The plain- 
tiff in the case is' George W. Sherman, 
of Westminster, formerly of New Ox- 
ford» while C. A. Stoner, of Gettysburg. 
Is tho present possessor of the clock. 
In October, IOCS, Mrs. IvUte O. Wolf, 
then the owner of the clock, called 
with her nephew, Mr. Sherman, at the 
office of a Gett>'sburg attorney and in- 
formed this 'lawyer that sho had given 
her old "Miley" clock to Mr. Sherman 
(and Avanted to sign a statement to that 
effect. This was done, but the clock 
continued to nsmain at the Wolf home. 
In 1917 Mrs. Woli was adjudged lu- 
capahlo of looking after her affairs 
and David M. Wolf, of Baltimore, a 
stop-son. was appointed the commit- 
tee. 
Two years later the furnishings 
of the Wolf hom'2 were sold at public 
sale and Mr. Stoner bought the clock. 
Less than a month later Mr. Sherman 
came to Gettysburg to visit his aunt, 
only to find that she had been taken 
to Harrisburg, and that the clock had 
been sold.

last year has dewloped with the ar- 
rest of Harvey W. Snyder and George 
D. Snyder charged with burning the 
barns 
of 
Arthur 
Shields and their 
own grandfather, Alexander 
Collins, 
south of Gettysburg. 
Harvey, who is 
17 years old, has confessed that he 
fired tho two barns because George, 
aged 19, dared him to do it and be- 
cause he w^as "tired of living there" 
and thought he "would scare father 
and moth'3r so that they would move." 


Tho first evidence of Incendiarism 
in that sertion of tho 
county, 
two 
miles south of Gettysburg, 
cropped 
out 
at 
2 
o*olock Monday morning 
aweek 
when 
the 
barn 
of 
Arthur 
Shields 
was 
burnotl to the ground. 
Tho belief of Mr, Shields that 
his 
barn had been set on firo by incendiar- 
ies was further substantiated when a 
subsequent 
blaze 
broke out in tlw 
Alexander Collins structure the fol- 
lowing Wednesday night at 10:40 o'- 
clock. 
The 
Collins 
barn is only a 
short distance from the one owned 
by Shields. 
Efforts of the incendiar- 
>3s were in vain 
Wedi^esday 
night, 
liowever. for Lewis Snyder managed 
to extinguish tho fiâmes before they 
gained headway. 


After each of these mysterious fii'^s 
Snyder consulted tho state troopers 
at Gettysburg who began to make an 
investigation.

Saturday

noon Sergeant Jo&aph Merrifield had 
just finished talking to Snyder when 
ho received word that tho barn of 
Alexander Collins was burning again. 
Pire had broken out in the structure 
at 4,10 o'clock and destroyed it in a 
vary few minutes. 


After investigation the 
officer ar- 
rested'^Harvey Snyder, son of Lewis 
Snyder, and took him to the Jail.

first the youth denied any knowledge

By the efforts of the youth, urged 
on by his older brother, the Shields 
and Collins barns were burned to the 
ground, as well as an automobile be- 
longing to the former and a hor&a in 
the stable of the latter. 
It was neces-

and $4.000 fine.

How did the rabbit get into the nest 
3f Easter eggs? Of all the curious leg- 
ends 
the 
centuries 
have 
gathered 
about the Easter season none are more 
widely circulated than those having to 
do with the rabbit and the Easter eggs. 
Easter eggs are seen all over the Chris- 
tian world on Easter Sunday, and 
wherever the eggs are there, is the 
rabbit also. 
. Just where and how such a total 
abstt^iner from eggs, such a clearly 
non-producer of eggs as a rabbit, got 
mixed up in a nest of them tlie biog- 
raphers of neither the hen nor the 


rabbit 
are 
able 
to say. But there 
he is, and there 
he 
persists 
in 
staying, however 
inconsequent, 
ir- 
relevant and im- 
material his pres- 
ence may be. 


Myths 
of 
the 
Easter 
egg 
are 
more 
easily 
ac- 
counted for. The 
Ancient 
B g y p- 
tians, 
Perbiaus, 
Gauls, Greeks and 
Komans saw 
in 
the egg an em- 
blem 
of 
immor- 
tality. 
In It life lay dormant. An in- 
sensate thing, a mere object, It had 
the power to become a living being. 


To tlie early Christmns the egg sym- 
bolized the resurrection. 
Because of 
this, and also because eggs were looked 
upon as meat, Koman Catholics • of 
Italy, Spain and Prance were formerly 
forbidden to eat eggs during Lent. Af- 
ter the fagting was over, eggs were the 
first meat to be eaten. 
Every Easter 
table held eggs dj'ed red, to represent 
the blood of Christ, and piled in pyra- 
mids at various points of 
vantage 
along the table. Before the eggs were 
broken they were blessed by tlie priest. 


A special blessing for the Easter 
eggs was given out by Pbpe Paul V, 
who eat in the papal chair froni 1605 
to 1621. This blessing, which is still 
used by many Roman Catholics, is; 
•*Bless, 0 Lord, we beseech thee, this 
thy gift of eggs, that it may become 
a wholesome sustenance of thy faith- 
ful servants, eating It in thankfulness 
to thee on the morn of the resurrection 
of our Lord." 


Greek Catholics believe that eggs 
laid on Good Friday have within them 
their own blessing, and that he who 
eats them as his first food on Easter 
Sunday will be blessed throughout the 
yean 
Tliey, too, hold that the egg 
is symbolical of the resurrection. 
^ But all of these eggs are the fruit 
of the hen, she tiiat cackles over her

ter eggs, 


Germany for a

Why All Mankind 
Hails the Motn of 
the Resurrection 


Easter morning—tlie most joyous of 
all the mornings of the year, the one 
great day of gladness, supreme above 
all others on the calendar, the Morn 
of the Kesurrectlon. 


And why is, this the gladdest day 
of the year?- 


It is the gladdest of all days because 
it typifies the hope tliat beyond the 
grave there is anotiier life than this. 
It speaks the pi'omise that we shall 
rise accain from the dust of death, that, 
we shall be reunited with those whom 
we have loved and lost, that we shall 
open our 'eyes In anotiier world where 
there Is no parting again, no sprrqw, 
no loss, no pain. 


Compare this hope with all other 
hopes that man can have, and they 
sink into Insignificance. 


If '^he sons of men believed that 
this life were the only life they could 
ever know, if they believed that the 
grave is the end and that when they 
. '^^ere laid away with the dust from 
which they came there would be n( 
awakening, not only would the dearest 


hope they could possibly have be taken 
then from the..i, but the world M'ould 
then become a place unfit for habita- 
tion. 
/ AVlthout the hope of resurrection 
from the grave man would surely sink 
at once to tho low level of the beast. 
But that this is not his belief, and 
that man has, instead, a firm and a 
full hope to live again, is what makes 
Easter the one great Joyous day of all 
days. 


Easter eggs, prayed earnestly and fer- 
vently, 
On the night before Easter 
they made a nest for the eggs they so 
confidently believed tlie morning would 
bring. 
When they awoke the next 
morning they i*an to the nest, and 
there, sure enougji, lay three lovely 
eggs, and sitting back of them, very 
proud of himself, was a big white rab- 
bit, the very rabbit that had laid the 
eggs. 


But the Easter rabbit is far,- far 
older than this tale, and the niyths 
about the rabbit, many of them associ- 
ating the rabbit in one way or another 
with eggs, are centuries older than tJie 
Easter festival. 


The. Moon festival in China comes 
in the springtUne and corresponds with 
Easter.. It's a great holiday. 
Nobody 
works. 
Everybody puts on his best 
clothes and goes out for a general jolli- 
fication. 
The culmination of events 
comes on what is our Easter, which, 
as old-fashioned people will tell you, 
comes "on the first ^Sun.day after tlie 
first 
full moon after, the' 
of 


March.'* 


It is on this night that f'thQ rabbit 
In the moon" is best seen. The Qhi-

nese, in their Moon festival, pay horn* 
age to this rabbit. Their ancient; reli- 
gion, Taoism*; taught them that thia 
rabbit was the slave of genii who kept 
him everlastingly busy pounding herbs 
and drugs to make the elixir of life. 
He squats in a cassia tree to do thd 
pounding, and if you will look at the 
moon

evening' 


when the sky is 
dear there you'll 
see Br*er Rabbit 
pounding a w a y . 
And when i^ou see 
it, you will see a 
mLcture of Taoist 
belief, East 
Af- 
rican 
mythology» 
southern n e g r 
folklore and early 
Christian 
legend 
The 
Japanese 
have 
a 
legend, 
doubtless 
passed 
over 
to 
t h e m 
from India, that 
the gospel of the 
restlfrictlc^V; was 
first sent to the earth by the moon 
god, who used a rabbit as his messen- 
ger. 
The message given to the rab- 
bit was this: 
"Like as I die and rise 
to life again, so shall you 'die and rise 
to life again." 


The 
rabbit, however, 
thinking 
it- 
would be a good Joke on the people 
of the earth, reversed this gospel: 
What he said to the people was: "Like 
as I die, and live no more, so shall ye 
all die and be no more alive."-» The 
people took tlils gospel very sorrow- 
fully, which amused the rabbit, and 
he went back to the moon god and 
boasted of what he had done. 
The 
god was so infuriated with his mes- , 
senger that he tlirew a hatchet at him 
and split his lip wide open, and that, 
if yoxi would like to know, is why the 
rabbit's lip Is silt. 


In certain parts of England, particu- 
larly at Hallaton, there was an old 
custom of Celebrating Easter Monday 
with a "hare pie scramble" and "bottle 
kicking." This celebration began with 
a procession leading to the house of 
the rector of the parish and consisting 
of two men abreast, carrying sack» 
with cut-up pies inside; 
thr^e men 
abreast, two carrying wooden bottle« 
filled Avlth beer, and the third a larae 
dummy bottle tliat was to be kicked 
about; one man, carrying a pole pa 
which was fastened a hare In a sitting 
posture, and, last of all, a band of 
music. 
The band was. followed by 
all the people of the parish who could 
walk. 
The dummy bottle was kicked 
Into the neighboring parish, where It 
was burned, or "drowned." after which 
bits of it were 
taken 
home 
as 
trophies 
by 
the 
people. 


The custom fell 
Into disuse about 
17(37. 
But other 
customs in wliicli 
the hare 
figured 
were 
continued 
to a much later 
date, one having 
to do with thji 
hunting of a hare 
on Good Friday, 
to be eaten on 
Easter .day, 
the 
altei-natlve being 
that "he vfho does 
not eat a hare must eat a red her- 
ring," 


At least one mythologlst has tried 
to account for the Easter rabbit la 
England by making him th^ creature 
of the Anglican goddess Eostre, whose 
naine, according to Bede, was given to 
the month of April, which wa? called 
Estermonath. 
Grimm calls this god- 
dess Ostara, "divinity of the radiant 
dawn, of upspringing light,' 
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a few minutes 
ho would not

A<ld half a teaspoonful of ginger, one 
teaspoonful of soda, sifted with one 
cupful of flour; mix and add enough 
more flour to make a soft dougli. Roll 
rather thick. 
Cut in rounds. 
Bake in 
a moderate oven.
